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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment received December 8, 2003. In 
accordance with the amendment, claims 1, 8, 10, 13, 19-21, 23, 24, 30, 31, and 36-38 have been 
amended, while new claims 41-45 have been added. The amendments to the specification have 
been acknowledged. 

Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because the figures are hand- 
drawn and not formally drafted. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent 
patent draft sperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. Reference is made to Applicant's amendment received on April 22, 2003, in which 
Applicant elects to file formal drawings at the time of allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14, and 18-45 are allowed over the relevant prior art. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does not teach or 
reasonably suggest the amended limitation of the substrate comprising a "groove", that of which 
the collimators are received in (amended independent claims 1, 8, 19, 31, and 38). The prior art 
of record also does not teach that the formation of the prism is in- situ (amended claim 10). The

closest prior art of record (US 2003/0081885 Al to Chen et al.) does not teach or reasonably 
suggest that the channel-like hole formation in which collimators 17 and 18 are placed is a 
groove structure. Chen et al. c 885 also does not teach that the prism is formed in-situ on the 
substrate. Regarding claims 12-14, 18, and 38-40, the relevant prior art does not teach or 
reasonably suggest that the prism component is formed totally, or at least from one section, of 
coreless optical fiber. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see amendment, received December 8, 2003, with respect to the 
term "groove" replacing "channel" in the claims, as well as the "in-situ" limitation have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1, 4-6, 8, 10, 19-25, 27, 28, 31- 
33,36, and 37 have been withdrawn.
